And it is further Ordered , 
That the ſeveral Con/tables and other Othcers, within this City and Libertics thereof, Do 
cauſc all perſons offending herein, to be Preſented and Profecuted for keeping Diſorderl 
Houſes, and bc puniihed according to Law. And it is further Ordered, 'That this 
ORDER bc Printed and Publithed, for the better obſcrvance thercof.
